There was for 
example the great Roman Peace of 
the Great Roman Empire - during 
which Christ was born into the 
World. 

There was a time in the Middle 
Ages when the nations of the known 
world seemed to be moving towards 
a Theocratic ‘Union, not only in 
religion but in polities also. 

Instinct in Human Nature 

But. there is another instinct in 
human nature which seems to work 
against the ideal of unity. It is the 
desire which every man has, to do 
the best he can for himself. It is 
a good instinct without any doubt 
and when not abused leads directly 
to the unity of the whole of man- 
kind!’ For it is always to our -in- 
terest, God having made us .what 
we are, all members of His family, 
to unite together, to live and let 
Jet Jive, to be at peace. 

There is always, however, a Satan 
or a Judas amongst us. One 
who seeks only hisown advancement, 
One in whom the instinct of 
Individualism is over strong and 
whose social sense is dead. One who 
is so constituted that he must take 
all and give ‘nothing. 

To such a category belong the 
criminal classes of the World. They 
seek only their own good and care 
nothing for the good of their neigh- 
bour. They exist unfortunately in 
every society whether it is tribal, 
national or Imperial. It is the duty 
of human society to minimise this 
evil tendency . as.much as possible.

Suboruiiates Censured 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 


The Kuomin “News Agency’s 
Peking correspondent states that 
Ho Chen-chun, the State Council’s 
special representative at Peking, 
has. received telegrams from Gen- 
eral Yen Hei-shan and Chang 
Hsueh-liang “exgressing in unequi- 
vocal terms their ~ disapproval 
of the action and attitude of Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hstang towards the 
Central Government.” - 

General Yen Hsi-shan's. tele- 
gram is dated May 20, and severely 
censures Marshal Fengs’ subordin- 
ates for disturbing the peace of the 
country, and concludes by saying 
that such rebellious elements 
should be suppressed. 

Genera] Chang Hsueh-liang’s tele- 
gram states that the contempt: for. 
the President ofthe State “Council 
expressed in the eircular telegram 
by Marshal Feng’s subordinates, 
cannot be tolerated.—Reuter.

BLOCKADE OF WUCHOW? 


Kwangsi Forces Withdrawing Temporarily 


SOME CURIOUS PROBLEMS - 


The Kwangsi forces operating in the West and North River dis- 
tricts of Kwangtung trying to capture Canton in order to,oust the | 
pro-Chiang Kai-shek militarists from power in South China are with- 


drawing temporarily, admitting their defeat. 


They have attributed - 


their recent failure (according to a Canton message to the Nan 
Chung Kuo News Service) to their over-confidence in “mutinied” 
Cantonese troops and some of the misbehaviour of their own men. 
The late arrival of, reinforcements from their own .and. the - 
timely return of Cantonese forces from the East to the North River 
| Sector also helped'Canton to save the day.on May 20 and 21. 


“MUTINEERS” TURN OVER. AGAIN~~ ' 


Canton, Yesterday. 

Two regiments of Canton troops 
under Brigadier Yu ‘Hon-mau, who 
turned pro-Kwangsi several days 
jago, attacked the Kwangsi-ites’. rear 
when the success was in sight and 
the Cantonese were about to aur- 
render their arsenal and’ all families 
of the Canton officials were bo make 
a final exodus for Hong Kong, The 
two “mutinied” Canton regiments, 
at first fought for Kwangsi, turned 
around again in the last moment and 
almost succeeded in annihilating 
the vanguards of the Kwangsi-ites. 


Kwangsi commandeers, however, 
had been responsible for the final 


dropping: jut and disarming ofthe ; 


enemy within their ranks.’ 


Now Reorganising , 

On finding their difficulty, the 
Kwangsi Army retreated. in order, 
beginning on May 21, and they are 
now. reorganising in Szewui, Lopao, 
and Tsingyun. Part of the forces 
separated from the main-body is 
now near Fatshan and in other dis- 
tricts around the West River. 

During the. battle on May 20 and 
21 in the. North River districts, 


‘}some deserters from “the Kwangsi 


Army retreating to Lopao did some 
looting, sacking two pawzshops. 
These deserters so angered the local 
Police that the latter joined the Can- 
ton forces in overcoming the dis- 
organised. The Kwangsi military 
authorities have taken steps 
to. see that no repetition of what 
occurred will again happen, they 
say. : ; ‘ 
Kwangsi Men From Hankow 
Six transports of pro-Chiang Kai- 
shek troops, formerly under General 
Li and Yang at Hankow, are arriv- 
ing in Canton-waters, according to 
information given out by the Canton 
Army. They-are coming to Canton 
to reinforce the Canton Army. 
These troops were formerly under 
General Pei Haing-hsi and Li Tsung- 
jen when. they were in power in 
Wu-Han, Hupeh. Some of these 
men are natives of Kwangsi, -but 


‘|they are now. under order to: fight 


against their own provincials. 
After all, it is not an inter- 

provincial war they are fighting, but 

rather a factional war within the 

Kuomintang ‘at the expense of an 

indifferent people.

In his examination Mongol Singh, of 
1-e Nelson Road, said-he was 30 years 
of age, was married and had one 
daughter. .He came to: Singapore in 
1921, and returned to India in 1927, 
arriving back here in May, 1928.

_ SCIENTISTS “MEET IN 
BATAVIA: 


PROF. ELLIOT sir ATTENDING 


Batavia, May 13. 

Delegates and participants. at- 
tending the Fourth Pacific Science 
Congress have already arrived in 
Java and . begun to  Szperience the 
generous hospitality 
people: The Congress will be 
formally opened in the -new building 
of the Faculty of Law situated next 
to the Mugeum on the Koningaplein. 
This building is only now receiving 
its finishing touches, -but- the Con- 
gress offices and ‘a temporary post 
office for. the convenience of de- 
legates are 
there, 

The opening-. ceremony will be 
performed by H.E. the Governor- 
Genezal on Thursday , (16th inst.), 
at 8.30 am., and the first general 
meeting held on the evening of the 
same day. At the end of the week 
the Congress wil] move to Bandoeng, 
where the sectional meetings will be 
held,. A special. “Congress. Bul- 
letin" is being published from time 
to time to keep members informed 
of all matters connected with the 
Congress and its excursions. 

The General President, Prof. Dr. 
O. de Vries, Director of the Rubber 
Experiment Station, Buitenzorg, 
and Professor of Chemistry. at the 
Medical Faculty of Batavia “has 
contributed an article on the history 
of the Congress to one of the hand- 
books, The idea of an 
tional discussion on Pacific pro- 
blems began to take shape at the 
Australia meeting of the British 
Association in 1914, but the out- 
break of war prevented the develop- 
ment of any definite scheme, After 
peace was declared the subject was 
re-opened, with the result that the 
First Pacific Science Congress was 
held.in Honolulu in 1920. It was 
entirely an unofficial gathering at- 
tended by 99 men of science. 

Growth of the Scheme __ 

Before its dispersal the  Con- 
gress appointed a- commitiee -te 
consider the best means of further- 
ing their aims. This committee re- 
commended triennial congresses to 
be held in important centres round 
the Pacific. Accordingly the second 
congress was held in 1928 and met 
by invitation in Australia. . Unlike 
the Honolulu Conference it was an 
official Government affair and was 
attended by 80 delegates from 
overseas in addition to a large num- 
ber of local scientists. At the close’ 
of this Congress an International 
Organisaion Committee “was formed 
to put the Congress on a permanent 
basis, and as a result of their work 
the next Congress at Tokyo in 1926 
saw the definite establishment of 
the Pacific Science Association. 

The J apan Congress was attended 
by 142 foreign delegates and parti- 
cipants. Particular imporiance 
jis attached to.the present Congress 

as the first one to be held under 
the auspices of the new Association 
which came into existence at the 
Japan Congress in 1926. The in- 
terest continies to grow and the 
number of visitors , from abroad 
has reached the record number of 
250, besides whom there are. in ad- 
dition 200 local participants. 

The overseas members represent 
23 different countries. A}] the 
proceedings at the Congress are 
held in English wherever the Con- 
gress happens to meet. The Con- 
gress produces a considerable 
volume of literature which is 
published in the English language. 
Excursions have been arranged 
throughout Java and Bali the dif- 
ferent sections visiting those parts 
which are of. special interest in 
their own departments of study. 
‘Generous concessions have been 

granted in the cost’ of travel by 

rail, sea, and air. The variety of 
interests afforded in Java and the 
efficiency of the arrangements for 
the comfort and entertainment of 
guests promise to make the Con- 
wress a record one in more ways 
than numerical strength. 
A Distinguished Delegate 

One of the most “distinguished 
delegates to this Congress is Prof. 

Eliot Smith, the famous Egyp- 

tologist, who comes as the repre- 

sentative.of the Royal Society. It 
is certain that he will he listened to 


You-Bave more assurance.

Research in Pacific 
Basin 
Batavia, May 16. 
A distinguished .seientifie gather- 
ing representative of over twenty 
countries assembled in the Faculty 
of Law Building at Batavia this 
morning, when the Fourth Pan- 
Pacific Science Congress was. held. 


’The Congress was formally open- j 


ed by the Governor-General of the 
Dutch East Indies, and‘an inaugural 
address was delivered by the Pre- 
sident, Professor 0. de Vries. 
-After remarking that ‘this was 
the first time that Java had wit- 
nessed so brilliant a gathering of 
men of science from abroad, Pro- 
fessor de Vries said ‘that the Pan- 
Pacific Congresses had as their aim 
not only the furthering of study of 
scientific problems, but the streng- 
thening of the bonds of peace and 
the- promotion of a ‘feeling of 
brotherhood among scientists of all 
Pacifie countries. 
“Although several 
tries. bordering the 


of the coun- 
Pacific are 


‘famous for their culture of wisdom 


and philosophy,” Professor de Vries 
proceeded, ‘and can- boast of cen- 
tury-old. civilisations as most 


valuable assets, it will not be denied } 


that science, in its modern form, is 
an offspring of western civilisation. 
Spreading from its cradle in West- 
ern Europe in a western direction, 
it made its triumphal entry into the 
huge continent of America, where, 
thanks to unbounded enthusiasm

fore. Marching eastward, science 
mingled with eastern cuitivation 
and ancient wisdom and found new 
fields and new activities. 
Ancient Civilisations 

the ancient civilisations 
with their - primitive technical 
equipment, the immense Pacific 
Ocean was not inviting asa. field 
for trade and other connections; 
despite the quiet character: to which 
it owes ‘its name, it remained a 
lonely, deserted stretch of water. 
Western explorers, in the 16th to 
18th, centuries, in their search for 
‘unknown lands, on several occasions 
penetrated into this region, so that 
its treasures of architecture and 
scenery, its enchanted isles, its 
tropical abundance, gradually be- 
came a trifle better known.

““Subjects for ‘discussion at the 
-Congresses,” Professor de Vries 
said, “include all branches of natural 
sciences in-the broadest sense, but 
only in so far as Pacific problems 
are involved. " The Pacific Ocean 
itself, with its currents, its tem- 
perature and salinity, its submarine 
configuration and ‘the wondrous life 
in its depths and along its shores, 
of course furnishes some of the 
principal items on the list; closely 
related are the meteordlogical, 


blems above its surface, and in no 
smaller. degree the — geological, 
seismological and yoleanological pro- 
blems of its bottom and. its- borders. 
The distribution and interrelation 
of living objects along its shores— 
men, animals and plants—take a 
prominent place in the deliberations 
of our Association. Study and 
preservation of. Nature, especially 
those relics - of the past that are, 
alas, so quickly disappearing before 
the all-pervading, uniformising in- 
|fluence of modern civilised man, 
form a permanent. item on our pro- 
gramme. The study of different 
tribes and the complex anthropolo- 
gical and ethnological problems of 
the Pacific peoples are of no less 
importance and have been specially 
put in the foregroupd for this Con- 
gress. A further special feature 
is the important place taken by 
agriculture, for which a separate 
division has been organised. Agri- 
culture is of prominent importance 
for this country, and the need for 
closer co-operation between dif-

BRITISH CABLES 


FOR THE CHILIAN 
NAVY 


Further proof of the prestige in 
which British-made goods are held 
throughout the world jis provided: by 
the fick that the Chilian Naval Com- 
mission has had British-made cables 
installed in’all their six-new Torpedo 
Boat Destroyers, built for Chili_by 
Messrs. John I. Thornycroft ‘& Co., 
Ltd., at Southampton. 


The installation involves nearly sixty 
miles of _V.LR, insulated cable and 
nearly a mile of 
sheathed ring main cable, all of which 
has. heen made by the Pirelli-General 
Cable Works Ltd., Southampton (one 
of the agsociated Companies of the 
General Electric Co. Ltd.). 

The “Serrano,” one of the six boats, 
is 300 ft. overall length with a beam 
of 29 ft. Its-displacement at full load 
is aboat 1,430 tons, and its maximum 
draft 12 ft. 8 im. It is twin-screw 
propelled by compound turbines (high 
pressure Brown-Curtis and low pres-| 
sure Parsons), and has geared cruis- 
ing turbines for low speed. The con- 
rtract speed is 35 knots. The boilers are 
of the Thornycroft water-tube type 
with Thornycroft oi] fuel gear. 

The boat is equ'pped with three 
4.7 quick-firing guns and six 21-inch 
torpedo tubes, and also has a power- 
ful anti-aircraft and anti-submarine 
armament. Such armament has been 
supplied by “Messrs. Vickers, Ltd. 


-CHARTS 


AIM OF FORTHCOMING INTER- 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE - 

An effort will be made at the First 
Supplementary International. Hydro- 
graphie Conference, to he held at 
Monaco, to agree on some. standard 
conventional symbols for use on the 
charts of all the maritime Powers. 
The head of the International Hydro- 
graphic Bureau at Monaco is an 
American, Rear-Admiral A. P. 
Niblack, U.S.N., ret. 

The Bureau was created on October 
5, 1921, as the result of an inter- 
national conference that had been 
held in London on the invitation of 
the British Government. The 
Bureau’s purpose is to co-ordinate 
and standardise -marine surveying 
and cartography and official marine 
publications the world over. The- 
aim is to establish a standard so that | 
one can pick up a chart in any lan- 
guage and be able to read it clear- 
ly, although .not understanding the 
language of the Government issuing 
it. 

Every five years the various Gov- 
ernments send delegates to the 
Monaco meetings in an effort to 


smooth the difficulties that arise in 
charting thé seas. Meantime, through 
the Bureau, correspondence is ex- 
changed: between the various Govern- 
ments on these subjects.

Tt is fitting that. the latest. safety’, 


|device.for use by crews of submarines

The new appliance, 
which is spoken of as a “lung,” has 
been tested by. U.S, naval experts, and |_ 
has been found to answer very well the 
severe demands that have been made 
upon it, It is an apparatus which 
somewhat resembles.a gas mask, but it 
is lighter, and appears to be more: 
readily manipulated. It is fitted with 
a clip which fits over the nose, thus 
allowing breathing through the mouth 
only. Through the mouthpiece the 
wearer breathes oxygen from.a rubber 
bag’ strapped to the chest. From the 
g_two_smal)_rubber_ tubes pasa to |* 
the mouthpiece through a compart- 
ment filled with caustic soda, one tube 
being for inhaling and the other 
for’ carrying the expired “air back 
into the bag, where it is 
purified by the soda and breathed. 
again, The appliance is: fitted with |; 
special valves, which maintain an equal 
pressure, and which is not affected 
by the varying pressures to which the 
wearer is exposed when submerging 
or ascending, 80 that itis possible to 
breathe comfortably at any reasonable 
depth, an. it -has enough buoyancy to 
keep the wearer afloat when he reaches|: 
the surface. The effectiveness of the 
apparatus is shown by .the fact that|; 
persons wearing the mask have safely |; 
ascended from depths of 175 feet. So 
successful have been the tests that the|/ 
United States Navy Department has 
already ordered seven hundred of the. 
appliances, with which the various 
types. of U.S. submarines will be}, 
equipped, and several thousands more 
are to be: secured, so that every sub- 
marine in the fleet will be supplied.

East Meeting West 

In our. own ’ day we have: seen 
extraordinary things. 
, not. the least extraordinary and won- 
‘derful is our own Empire. Almost 
for the first time have we seen in 
history, East meeting West and both 
understanding each other in a com- 
mon. Idbyalty to une another, and, 
j under God’s Providence, that has 
beén the work of the British Empire. 

Empires have existed before, | 
impelled into being by the same 
human motives as, ours. But I 
think ‘never: before have we had an 
y Empire which is really best describ- 
ed as a Commonwealth of Nations. 
In it every gort of man is included. 
It contains avithin itself . whole 
‘nations’ and its subjects number 
‘representatives at least from every 
‘stock beneath the Sun. 
These are days of “Slogans” 
is not ex- 
actly a beautiful one, it is ex- 
pressive. The British Empire has 
1a Slogan. It is “Fair Play.” The 
aim is that every nation, every 
community, every individual in the 
Empire should be well governed, 
fairly treated, and given every 
liberty that does not deny liberty 
to his fellow man. Nothing 
human is perfect and without 
doubt there are sometimes indivi- 
duals who sin against this ideal. 
But it is not possible for any 
human institution to set itself a 
higher, or nobler ideal. 


Self, Sacrifice 

It-is one which cannot be car- 
ried out in’ its fullness without 
self sacrifice all round. For its 
due achievement, white, must help 
black and black must help white, 
Christian must think for the -wel- 
fare of Mohammedan and Moham- 
medan ‘likewise for Christian. 
The Jew must love the Gentile and 
the Gentile care no less for the 
Jew. Catholic must appreciate 
the Protestant and the Protestant 
look for the white man in the 
Catholic. 

No man is perfect but that 
which we look .for in our neigh- 
bour that shall we'find. ‘Cast 
thy~bread upon the ‘waters, for 
thou shalt find it again.” (Eccl. 
11.1) Kindness breeds kindness; 
and charity love. 

if we treat our neighbour as an 
enemy and try for victories over 
him then most surely an enemy 
shall we find. The whole common- 
wealth must suffer for our war- 
the greatest blame is 
ours. 

Tolerance of Our Empire 

There were, no doubt, times in 
the past when Empire was in she 
hands of a few who exploits it for 
the benefit of themselves alone. 
‘But never. in our history could 
that accusation be levelled with 
less truth ‘than to-day. Read our 
history and see how God’s Pro- 
vinee seems to have been teach- 
ing us a lesson all through. And, 
frail as human nature is, that 
lesson has not been unlearnt. 
The tolerance of our Empire has 
for many decades, now been a 
to all 
the nations of the Earth. Our 
ruling caste is no longer a caste. 
More and more the nations and 
communities of the Empire © are 
able to make heard their voices 
and even to share the respon- 
sibilities of Government. While 
to-day we see a phenomenon, as 
rare as can be, a ruling, conquer- 
ing nation, voluntarily shoulder- 
ing the greater part of the taxa- 
tion resulting from the greatest 
war the world has seen, easing the 
distress of enemies while actually 
shouldering the burdens of its 
friends. 

Clearly the hand of Christ isin 
it all, in spite of our frailties and 
sins. For when a great. Em- 
pire undertakes to suffer for 
the weak then, knowingly 
or not, it follows in the 
footsteps of our God -who was- 
content. to suffer and to die for 


us. 

But to-day as always, wherever 
there is good there is als» evil. 
That evil never can finally prevail. 
But it is there. Where their is 
generosity it is pursued by selfish- 
ness. Some will. hate you ever 
for being kind. Goodneis itself 
is attributed to false motives. 
‘Even while we are at peace some! 
one is looking for the’ chance: of 
war. . . 

In ‘an autocratic Empire, every- 
thing will depend on the ruler. 
If he is fuithfdl, if kis heart is 
filled with charity to all- men, if 
‘he believes in his. Divine commis- 
sion, to keep the peace of the 
world, usually he will be able to: 
keep it. 

Dependence on the People 

But in a democratic Empire like 


jours it-rests much more with the 


people to desire with a burning 
-desire not only our own good. but 
the peace and welfare of our 
fellow-man... It is necessary that 
even the crowd . should shut lits 
very eyes to human frailty when 
that frailty ‘tends to rouse our

The “Machiavelli” of China 


Chiang Kaf-shek by virtue of 
his political tactics, has been call- 
- ed by his enemies the ‘Machia- 
velli” of China. To what extent 
he can be held responsible for 
China being plunged «gain into 
civil warfare for his own gains 
and personal aygrandisement need 
not be discussed here. 

It was only a few months ago 
that he and his associates at Nan- 
king were working hard to win 
the confidence of the public. (It 
must be remembered that the 


’ faith of many in Chiang Kai-shek 
was badly shaken after the North- 
ern expedition two years and a 
half ago). They were working to 
bring about a unification of the 
various , units into a_ centralised 
Government. He and his hench- 
men enjoyed the blessings of the 
populace while they were. en- 
gaged in this good work--- But, 
even in this’ work for unification, 
Chiang Kai-shek was alleged to be 
paving his. way to elevate his 
standing.

The So-Called Peace Pact 


Chiang Kai-shek was gifted 
with keen foresight, and he lost 
no time in forniulating a scheme 
to put Marshal Li Chai-sum away. 

To achieve his aim, Chiang 
worked like a Trojan. Ie pre- 
tended that he was ‘in earnest to 
‘save the country from further 
warfare. The National Constitu- 
tion was adopted last year as a 
sort of peace pact among the vari- 
ous military and political units, 
The purpose Chiang had in mind 
was to divide the authori 
power of the political elements of 
Kwangsi, Kwanptung and 
Peking. 

Then there came the military 
conference held in Nanking, to 
which Marshal Li was invited to 
attend. The purpose of the con- 
ference was ostensibly a further 
step in the direction, of unifica- 
tion and reconstruction. * 

The whole scheme, however, 
culminated in the forceful deten- 
tion of Marshal Li Chai-sum. 
This action alone on the part of 
Chiang seemed outrageous. “He 
had solemnly guaranteed a safe 
conduct to Marshal Li before the 
Jatter left Canton, and when he 
arrived at Nanking he at once lost 
his liberty. He was denounced as 
a traitor to China’s cause, and 
Chiang conveniently forgot the 
safe conduct he had given to Mar- 
shal Li,

| Disbandment of Droops 

The most-urgent. problem, how- 
ever, is the inimediate disband- 
ment of ‘troops under the various 
war lords. The plague of soldiers 
marching, counter-marching, re- 
quisifioning, fighting unceasingly 
and now living on the revenues 
desperately needed by the. Gov- 
ernment, is retarding very much 
the progress of this otherwise 
great country. ae 

The decision taken at the Nan- 
king Conference sounds very good 
on paper. The various Generals 
have agreed to recognise the 
authority of a “Central Disband- 
ment Committce’' appointed by 
the Government. ‘They -also 
agreed to the abolition of military 
dictatorship, The commission is 
to pay the troops out of funds ap- 
portioned by the Ministry of 
Finance, They will form a 
Chinese national standing army. 

This decision, if it could only 
be carried through, would be a 
sure step in the right direction, 
but, also, the first prerequisite for 
its solution is lacking.

The subjects taught in a school 
4¥ college are inter-related. The 
stizdy of one usually helps the study 
of aother, English naturally has 
affinities with every other subject 
in thé curriculum. Those teachers 
who-have taught History and Geo- 
graphy to Cainese boys who are 


ents and guardians, 


weak in English know how very dif- 
ficult the task is. We atlowed His- 
tory to lie fallow for several years 
in our college, ‘and the result was 
a lowering of the standard of Eng- 
lish in the higher classes. The 
Bible is literature; Geography is 
yelated to Science; Science to 
Mathematics; and it. has been said 
that the best training in English is 
given through Mathematics, espe- 
cially Geometry, which needs ac- 
curacy of exposition and expression 
more than any other branch : of 
learning. Sir Arthur Quiller- 
Couch, Professor of English Litera- 
ture at Cambridge, has eyen gone 
so far as to say that the works of 
Euclid are Literature. 

We recognise the necessity of 
specialising at a University; but 
premature specialisation produces 
a brain bulging out inordinately on 
one side, and on the other cut flat 
down, ‘and mostly paralytic at that. 
Our object is to provide our boys 
with a wide culture, an inter- 
related scheme of knowledge which 
touches several spheres of activity, 
so that after leaving college they 
may take an interest in what is 
going: on around them, for their 
place in a social whole | is 
part of the essence of their 
existence, To realize our object 
we need the co-operation of par- 
whom we 
should like to remind that “every 
boy attends three  schools—the 
schoel of the home,’ the school 
of the street, and the educational 
establishment itself. No matter 
how good the last may be, no matter 
how conscientious the teachers, its 
influence may be nullified by the 
schoo] of the home and the school 
of the street.”

COLOUR PROBLEM 


NATIVES ON EQUAL FRAN. 
CHISE WITH WHITES 


_IN AFRICA 

It mow seems certain that the 
South African elections will be 
fought on the native question, and 
those who had hoped that the 
African-German Treaty might serve 
the purpose of eliminating the 
native controversy from party poli- 
tics are to be disappointed, writes 
a special correspondent to the 
“Morning Post.” P 

The South African native ques- 
tion in its. broadest sense is un- 
doubtediy the greatest problem 
which -has ever faced any white 
man. The main issue is very 
much clouded by outside factors, by 
party politics, especially vote-catch- 
ing before a general election, by in- 
dustrial and vested interests; by 
the different national origin of the 
various white and semi-white in- 
habitants, and by the fact that 
South Africa is a British Dominion 
largely populated by Dutch colon- 
ists. 


Native Population 

All these factors lead to very dif- 
ferent suggestions for settling the 
fundamental question, which is that 
in a white man’s country the native 
population outnumbers the white 
man by 7 to 1 and is demanding its 
full citizen rights. 

General Hertzog, the present 
Prime Minister, hopes to ward off 
the menace and secure & white 
South Africa (mostly Dutch) by the 
political expedient of curtailing and 
limiting the  utive franchise. In 
this the Labour Party joins him and 
could further tighten up the colour. 
bar which excludes the native from 
certain forms of skilled labour in 
“which the native is learning to com- 
pete with the white man. 

Franchise Question 

General Smuts, who heads the 
South African Party, declares that 
a man can never be dispossessed 
without alienating him; and in the 
Cape the native is already on an 
equal franchise footing with the 
white. General Smuts advocates a 
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HIS MAJESTY’S APPROVAL 
London, Yesterday. 

The. Viceroy of India on Janu- 
ary 28, at the opening of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, said that H.M. 
the King had approved of the es- 
tablishment of a Royal Commission 
under Mr. Whitley to enquire into 
the condition -of labour. 

His Majesty has now approved 
that commission which is consti- 
tuted with the following terms of 
reference: . 

“To enquire into and report 
on existing conditions of labour 
in industrial undertaking and 
plantations “in British India, on 
health, efficiency, and standard 
of living of workers, and to 
make recommendations”. 

Mr. Whitley, Chairman; is the 
ex-Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons. Other eleven members. of 


the Commission include _. Sir 
Alexander Murray, Mr. Rahimtoola 
and.

COLLECTION OF ACORNS 

Naturalists - in Germany have 
been greatly. interested by a com- 
munication to the .“Frankfurter 
Zeitung” which describes the winter 
store of a. weasel; discovered when 
a large poplar was being sliced up 
in a saw-mill. No fewer than 44 
mice had been carefully stocked one 
above the other, in an ordered pile, 
with sand and mould. between them, 
to form an air-tight mound.. These 
mice were in as fresh condition as 
if they had just been caught. Two 
magpies had been placed on top of 
them, and -.a large collection of 
acorns filled the hollgwed-out cavity 
to the entrance,. ‘which. was just 
large enough for the weasel to slip. 
inside. In the ¢:71e poplar was an- 
other store, Whore owner’was 3 
squirrel. It is suggested that saw- 
mills are the.best spots for the 
study of those small rodents whose 
activities are considered more harm- 


ful than good.
